At the most numcrius and reshectable meet- 
ing of the friends of the Constitution, ev- 
er witnessed in the county of Jefferson, 
assembled, fiursuant to frublic notice, in 
Jront of the dwelling house of Jonas 
Smith, in the village of Watertown ; Mr. 
JOHN BROWA, was called to the 
chair, and MICAH STERLING, Esq. 
aftnointed Secretary, when the following 
resolutions were unanimously adofited. 


Resolved, That it is the constitutional night” 


and imperious duty of Freemen, in times of pub- 
lic calamity and imminent danger, peaceably to 
assemble and express their opinions on their na- 
tional concerns ; to investigate the causes of 
their sufferings, and to declare their sentiments 
on the conduct of their public servants. 

Resolved, That we are firmly attached to the 
Union of the States, and should deprecate a di- 
vision as one of the greatest evils which could 
befal our country. 

Resolved, That it is the duty of all good citi- 
zens, while they manifest their disapprobation 
of arbitrary and despotic measures, patiently to 
suffer under the evils inflicred on them by their 
rulers, so long as evils are sufferable, to exhibit 
a patriotic example of obedience to the laws and 
constituted authorities of their country, and to 
take ail lawful and constitutional methods to re- 
dress their grievances, and re attain their rights. 

Resolved, That we view with indignation the 
conduct of Mr. Giles of Virginia, Mr. Eppes, 
the son-in-law of the president, Mr. Campbell 
of Tennessee, and other members of Congress, 
in stigmatizing our fellow countrymen, brethren 
and friends of New-England, as ‘‘ factious and 
rebellious citizens ;’* and we consider that all at- 
tempts to denounce so respectable a portion of 
the union, universally acknowledged to be pa- 
triotic and enlightened, is anti-republican and 
evinces an alarming jealousy against the inter- 
est of the Northern States, which ought ever to 
be deprecated as tending to disturb the union. 

Resolved, That Thomas Jefferson in his mes- 
sage to Congress, in which he recommends the 
enibargo, for the sole purpose of preserving our 
vessels, seamen and merchandize, and causing 
the embargo to be represented to the British gov- 
ernment as “ a measure of precaution only,” and 
not of an hostile character, has been guilty of 
gross duplicity and deception both towards this 
and foreign nations, and that we view his con- 
duct in this respect as having a direct tendency 
to bring the gevernment into contempt, and 
wholly unbecoming the president of the United 
Srar 


es . 

Resolved, That the necessity of the embargo, 
if any ever existed, asa of precaution, 
has long since ceased to exist, and that asa 
measure of coercion, has had no beneficial effect 
upon foreign powers, and ought to be immedi- 
ately re . 

Resolved, That in the act of Congress passed 
the 9th day of Jan. 1809, to enforce the embar- 
go, we see with astonishment and regret, a di- 
rect violation not only of the constitution of the 
U. S. but of the absolute rights of personal se- 
curity, personal liberty and private property ; by 
this act the constitution of the U. Siates is no 
longer a security to our persons, houses, pa- 
pers and effects, against unreasonable searches 
and seizures; no longer is it necessary that a 
warrant supported by oath, on probable cause, 
should precede the search of our persons and the 
seizure of our effects; by this act our property 
may be taken from us without process of law, 
and we are prohibited from appealing to our 
courts of justice, and demanding asa rght, a 
trial by jury, as prescribed by the constitution : 
but we must either submit to the robbery, or seek 
redress as supplicants at the bar of the district 
court; in all these respects we see the constitu. 
tion violated and the citizens enslaved—other 
rights equally important and hitherto inviolable 
are trampled under foot. The collectors of the 
districts are invested with arbitrary and despotic 
powers ; the president by his secret mandates, 
may rob us of our property, and we may look in 
vain for thelaw orthe remedy. We may be 
punished not only without having violated any 
law, but without any such intention. The col- 
lector may through malice or any other corrupt 
motive, rob his neighbor, and his suspicion of 
an intention 10 violate the embargo is a complete 
justification ; no proof is required, no form of 
trial necessary, but the first notice the victim 
receives, that he is on the proscription roll, is the 
sentence of condemmation : By this law in a 
time of profound peace, the land and naval! for- 
ces are placed at the disposal of rhe president, 
with power to delegate his authority to enforce 
his secret mandates at the point of the bayonet ; 
by this act the legislative, judicial, aiid ¢xecurive 
authority are united in one person, which is des- 

tism. 

Resolved, That the minority in Congress 
who opposed the passage of the above law, and 
advocated a of the embargo, deserve our 
warmest thanks for their patriotic efforts to 
save the constitution and the liberties of their 
country. 

Resolved, That the president, in sending 
blank commissions for the collector and inspec- 
tor of the revenue at the port of Sacket’s harbor, 
to be filled at the discretion of any tool of the ad- 
winistration, has grossly abused the power of 
appointing to offices, vested in him by the 
constitution. 

Resolved, That partiality towards any foreign 
nation is highly unbecoming an American citi- 
zen. 

Resolved, That while we are ready to defend 
our liberties, with our lives and fortunes, against 
foreign enemies, we will never submit to become 
slaves to domestic tyrants. 

Resolved, That ghe majority of the Legisla- 
ture of this‘state, in passing a vore of unqualifi- 
ed approbation of the measures of the general 
government, have forfeited all claim to our con- 
idence. 

Resolved, That there is no prospect of a change 
of measures without a change ef men, and that 
it is the duty of every friend to his country, to 
use al! lawful means to effect such change. 

Resolved, That the day star which again ap- 
pears in the east, is a.certain omen that the sun 
of Liberty which arose in 1775, but which has 
since been obscured by the dark clouds of demo- 
cracy, is not set forever.

At aresfectable meeting of Federal Refub-

Resolved Unanimously, That this meeting dis- 
approve of the measures of government in pas- 
sing the above act, as being unjust and oppressive. 


Resolved, That Nanning I. Visscher, Andrew 
Finch, and Stephen Gregory, be a cominittee to 
report a set of resolutions expressive of the sen- 
timents of this meeting. 


The committee having retired for some time, 
proposed the following resolutions, which were 
unanimously adopied : 


1. Resolved, Tha: the measures of the last ses- 
sien of Congress have disappoined the hopes | 
and blasted the just expectations of a people once 
flourishing and dignified. 

2. Resolved, That the ruinous experience,which | 
for more than a year, we have had of the Eim- 
bargo !aws, made it the immediate duty of the | 
councils of the nation to effect a total repeal of | 
them. 


3. Resolved, That the law called the Non-In- | 
tercourse act, is a gross and shameful imposition | 
upon the wation—That it simply changes the ' 
forms, while it retains all the substance of the e- | 
vils and distresses created by the Embargo—That ; 
the partial repeal of the Embargo, with this iaw 
remaining as its substirute, leaves the body poli- 
tic as sick and morbid as before, as it only chan- 
$ the name without altering the nature of the 
isease—That the great vents and channels for 
the surplus produce of our farmers, are still en- 
tirely closed. 


4. Resolved, That the operation of the Non- 
Intercourse act, will in all respects be as severe, 
and in some more severe than the Embargo it- 
self ; inasmuch as all the articles of import now 
in the country will rise to an enormous value, 
while the property of the farmer must remain at 
a price sa depressed as to be but lictle better than 
nomiaal. , 

5. Resolved, That the liberty given us by Mr. 
Gallatin io his circular letter to the collectors, to 
go to ports and countries which he knew were 
either nominally or actually blockaded, is a jesu- 
itical attempt to deceive and cajole this nation, 
which merits universal contempt and detestation. 


©. Resolved, That the act called the Non-In- 
tercourse act, from its vagueness and uncertain- 
ty, miay be made to mean any ' hing or nothing — 
That che last clause of its preambie, to wit," for 
other purposes,”” may in its operation, be made to 
mean more than all the actual specified provis- 
ions of the body of the law ; and that the act, 
taking it in all its parts, is one of che grossest sys- 
ters of legerdemain ever before offered to a iree 
and enlightened people, in the forins of honest 
jegislation. 

7. Resolved, That Mr- Gallatin’s attempt to 
expound the Non-intercourse act, in a circular 
letter addressed to the collectors of the dilferent 
ports, isa bold, daring, and impudent assumption 
of power, nothing short of a despotic dictatorship 
over the American people, that he thereby cle- 
vates himself above juries, courts of justice, and 
even above the law itself. 


8. Resolved, That the tate measures of our 
government have tended and still do tend to cre- 
ate a monied aristocracy in this country, inas- 
much as it gives great opportunity to men of 
wealth to prey aad fatien on the distresses of the 
people, and to purchase at less than balf price 
the property of those whom the times have em- 
barrassed. 

9. Resolved, That it is evidently the intention 
of our government after having empoverished 
and eufcebled the nation, to plunge it into a de- 
structive war with Great-Britain,and consequeut- 
ly to force it into an alliance with France which 
is worse than war. 





10. Resolved, That this nation is totally inca- 
pacihated for war—that our harbors and cities 
are without sufficient protection—that our navy 
has been suffered to rot and dwindle into ins ig- 
niticance—that our coast of 1700 mules in extent, 
is totally naked of defence, aud that in this our 
unprotected condition, the consequences of war 
would be plunder, rapine and conilagration.

“ Sec. 12. And be it further enacted, 
That so much of the act laying an embar- 
go on all ships and vessels in the ports 
and harbors of the United States, and of 
the several acts supplementars thereto, as 
forbids the departure of vessels owned by 
citizens of the United States, and the ex- 
portation of domestic and foreign mer- 
chandize to apy foreign port or place, be 
and the same is hereby repealed, after the 
fifieenth day of March, 1809, except so 
far as they relate to Great Britain or 
France or their colonies or dependencics, 
or place in the actual possession of eith- 
er :” 

But I confess [ am as much in the dark 
as ever. This section I understand to be 
merely a repeal of the embargo act, ex- 
cepting as to Great Britain and France. 
The words “ owned by citizens” might as 
well have been omitted. The first act 
laying an embargo, only applied to those 
ships and vesscls “ owned by ctuzens ;” 
foreign ships of vessels in belast or load- 
ed at the time ef passing the act being 
expressly excepted from 8 provisieons.— 
And the first supplement to that act pus- 
sed Jan. 9th, '808, recognized Che Por 
mission thus given to depart mm ballist.— 
The first addition to the first suppicment 
passed March 2th, 1803, permuted for- 
eign vessels te take cargoes os) board and 
clear out for another fort inthe Une d 
States, provided the oWner of COnsignce 
tovether with the master would give cer- 
tain bonds. And this same addon to 
the supplement conlained @ proviso «x- 
pressly declaring that nothing 1 the 4th 
section re-enacting the provisions of the 
first act, “ should be construed to prevc nt 
forcign vessels from departing trow the 
ports and harbors of the United States,” 
* nor te prevent fercion Vessels fromm tur 
nishing themselves With fecessary pro- 
visions and sea stores for the voyage. 
The second addition to the first supple- 
ment, passed April 25th, 1808, took away 
this privilege of gomg from port to port 
with a cargo; the 9th section declaring, 
that “ no furergn ship or vessel shail go 
from one port in the Unitcd Stwtes 00 a- 
nother.” The oext embergo act wes the 
notorious Forcing dct passed the 9h of 
January last, but this act cen siuing No 
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express provision respecting foreign ves- 
sels, vor making any mention of them, 
they were left just as ve stopd before 
the Act passed, which g3 us to that 
Act now under consideration, and the 
question we have to examine is whether 
it contains any thing prohibiting foreign 
vessels from deparung from our ports ? 
The first ten sections of the act relate 
solely to foreign vessels coming into our 
ports: The |3th section is the one that 
makes any provision respecting their sail- 
ing from port. That provides that 
** No ship or veaselybound to a foreign 
port with which commercial intercourse 
shall by virtue of this act be again per- 
mitted, shall be allowed to depart for such 
port, wnfess the owner or owners, consign- 
ee or factor of such ship or vessel, shall, 
with the master, have given bond with one 
or more sureties to the United States, in 
a sum double the value of the vessel and 
cargo, if the vessel is wholly owned by a 
citizen er citizens of the United States ; 
and in a sum four times the value if the 
vessel is owned in frart or in whole by any 
FOREIGNER OF FOREIGNSSS, that the ves- 
se! shall pot leave the port without a clear- 
ance,” &c. 
Here we find it expressly provided tbat 

a foreign vessel shall not be cleared un- 
less the owner gives bonds to four times 
the amount of the cargo not to evade the 
law ; now itis hardly necessary to ob- 
serve that by declaring that a certain act 
shall not be done but on a certain condi- 
tion, itis necessarily and fully tmplied, 
that it may be done if the condition be 
complied with. It follows: That a for- 
eign vessel may take on board aca 
and depart to any foreign port With whiclt. 


commercial intercourse is allowed, pro- | 


vided the ownet gives the bond in such 
case required. 

But the 12th section must have a re- 
examination ; beeause the learned legisla- 
tor Mumford informs us that that is the 
important section on which hangs the 
power to interdict foreign vessels from de- 
patciing either with cargoes or in ballast. 

This section, then, as we have seen, re- 
peals after the 19th of March, so much of 
the Embargo, “ as forbid the departure 
of vessels owned by citizens of the Unit- 
ed States and the exportation of domes- 
tic and foreign merchandize,” excepting 
as to Great-Britain and France. Now if 
words meun any thing, these I humbly 
conceive Must operate to repeal the em- 
bargo laws as between us and ull the world 
excepting the two nations above excepted. 
No, says, Mr. Mumford, it only repeals 
them as to “ vessels owned by citizens ;” 
such are the words. Very well : so they 
are ; but the question then arises what are 
the unrepealed embargo laws as to ves- 
sels owned by foreigners ? We have just 
seen what they are. We have seen that 
the first embargo act which was not re- 
pealed by any subsequent act, expressly 
exempted foreign vessels from its opera-- 
tion, so far, as that those already laden at 
the time of passing it, were permitted to 
depart with their cargoes, and all others to 
depart in ballast, at their pleasure. And 
the repealing clause of the 12th section 
not at all affecting this liberal provision, 
of course, foreign vessels are still entitled 
to the benefit of the clause in their favor 
in the first embargo act; they may, there- 
fore, still sail in ballast. And it appears, 
that they are also entitled to sail witha 
cargo, under the clause in the thirteenth 
section of the Non-Intercourse act, now 
before ws, provided certain bonds are giv- 
en. It follows, that the Secretary 1s total- 
ly unauthorised to issue such circular, as 
he has done ; the president is totally un- 
authorised to issue his private instruction, 
and consequently the Collector is not 
bound to obey either, and if he persists in 
so doing, it must be at his peril.

| ‘Lhirdly—We disdain the! parade of 
empty professions, and appeal to the un- 
deviating tenor of our conduct, to prove 
that we are always ready to support the 
rights, honor and independence of the U- 
nited States: We are ready to support 
them, not only against foreign enemies, 
but against domestic tyranis. We are 
willing to bury in oblivion the wrongs 
which we have patiently endured ; but we 
cannot consider the invitation to bury par- 
ty differences as sincere, when it is ac- 
companied with the bitterest invectives 
and denunciations of party spirit. 

Fourthly—We deem it not only illiber- 
al and unjust, but wholly inconsistent 
with that calmness and dignity which 
‘ought to characterize legislative proceed- 
ings, to stigmatize a large, enlightened, 
and respectable part of the nation with the 
odious crime of endeavoring to enfeeble 
and destroy the exertions of the general 
zovernment for vindicating our nationay 
rights and honor, by unremitted and ma- 
lignant misrepresentations, by alienating 
the affections of the people, by opposing 
the authority of the laws, and menacing 
a distmemberment of the union.

IN COUNCIL OF REVISION, 
March 28, 1809. 


The Council objéct to the bill, entitled 
“ An act to incorporate the Muiual Insur- 
ance Company of the city of New-York; and 
Sor other furfosee,” as improper to become 
a law : 

Because, by the last section of the bill, 
it is declared not to ve lawful for any com- 
pany or association of foreigners, or any 
private individuals net residing within the 
United States, to set up and keep within 
this state, by thei agent or agents, or oth- 
erwise, any ‘office or offices to insure or 
cause to be insured ahy house or houses, 
goods or chattels, within this state, against 


ship or vessel, or any merchandize laden 
on board any ship or vessel, against any 
damage or joss at sea, orany marine loss, 
or any insurance on life or annuities what- 
ever. And the Section declares, that all 
such insurances shall be void, and it im- 
poses a penalty en every person receiving 
aby premiums for such insurance. 

A section of a similar import was con- 
tained in a billto restrain insurance of 
lottery tickets, which was before the Coun- 
cil on the 6th of April, 1807, and which 
bill with objections was returned on that 
day to the honorable the House of Assem- 
bly. The Council cannot perhaps better 
express their opinion that this section is 
inconsistent with the general good, than 
by adopting the substance of the second 
objection submitted upon the former bill, 
as the principle contained in that objection 
applies with equal force to the present bill. 

A contract of insurance, when founded 
on a substantial interest, and not perverted 
to gambling purposes, is one of the most 


the whole course of commercial transac- 
tions. Itoughtto be left freely to be made, 
and not placed under any restrictions 
Which tend to some of the mischiefs of a 
monopoly. Ife company or an individual 
residing abroad, will insure upon more 
reasonable terms, or possesses a sounder 
credit, Or a more prompt disposition to 
adjust losses tlan any with us, a citizen of 
this state ough; not to be denied the priv- 
ilege of obtaining such insurance. Itis a 
right eniversally enjoyed aad beneficially 
exercised, and a vast portion of the prop- 
erty of the citizens of the United States, 
while floating on the high seas, has from 
time to time been covered by foreign in- 
surances. And if the right of our citi- 
zens to obtain insuranees abroad, be a 
perfect right, why should any legal em- 
barrassment, be created and thrown in 
their way, by a prohibition to insure 
through the means of an arent here ?— 
It is a plain and most convenient rule of 
udiversal law, that all contracts are equal- 
ly valid when made by an authorized a- 
gent, as when made ty his principal ; and 
this rule ought not to be set aside without 
some important motive, which is weighty 
in its reason, and general in its applica- 
tion. The only apparent tendency of the 
provision in the bill is, to render it very 
inconvenient to effect insurances abroad ; 
and why should this inconvenience be spe- 
cially created by law? I: may advance the 
particular interest of ow own underwri- 
ters, by indirectly compelling the public 
to deal exclusively with them; but it will 
not advance the interest of the insured, 
who form by far the largest portion of the 
community, and whose interests ought to 
be equally regarded. By diminishing the 
competition in the market, it will tend to 
raise the premiums for insurance,and oper- 
ate as a tax upoR the country at Jarge. It 
has become a received maxim, applicable 
to all kinds of commercial business, that 
the public are best served when the door 
is left open to every one equally to advance 
his pretensions for a preference. Sound 
policy therefore dictates, that a free and 
unfettered competition be left to operate 
between our underwriters and those a- 
broad ; as our citizens would then be en- 
abled to cover their property from loss, by 
resorting to those persons who in their 
judgments would do it with the lowest 
premium, and upon the best security. 

The justness of this reasoning can be 
tested by the experience and practice of 
other countries. 

The mest distinguished commercial na- 
tions in Europe, have found it to be their 
interest to leave the — ts insure open 
equally to foreigners an Natives. By the 
common law, and the usage of merchants 
in England, any person whatever might 
be an insurer, and the erection of the two 
royal insurance companies by charter, in 
1720, went only to exclude all other com- 
panies and partnerships, and left indivi- 
duals as free to msure as before. The 
statute authorizing those companies, made 
no distinction in respect to the exclusion 
of other companies between subjects and 
foreigners ; and the object of the statute 
was probably to raise a Sum of money by 
the sale of a monopoly, for the companies a-
